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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-4 are pending as amended on 19 November 2009 and below, claims 5- 
10 being cancelled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, US Code not included in this action can be 
found in a prior Office action. 

3. Applicant's submission filed 19 November 2009 has been entered and fully 
considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Richard Gallagher on 11 and 12 January 2010. 

Claim 1 has been amended as follows; all other claims remain as listed on 19 
November 2009: 

1. (currently amended) An oil-in-water emulsion composition comprising 
a fat or oil composition comprising 

a polyvalent unsaturated fatty acid component which is a fat or an oil obtained 
from a fish and 

sucrose acetate isobutyrate, 
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wherein the amount of the sucrose acetate isobutyrate is from 25 to 300 parts by 
weight, based on 100 parts by weight of the polyvalent unsaturated fatty acid component 
and 

a polyglycerol fatty acid ester selected from the group consisting of pentaglycerol 
trimyristate, pentaglycerol dimyristate, pentaglycerol dioleate, hexaglycerol trimyristate, 
h e xaq l y e c e ro l hexaqlycerol tripalmitate, and hexaglycerol tristearate , and h e xag l yc e ro l 

Response to Amendment and Arguments 

5. Applicants' amendment to claim 1 , specifically limiting the polyglycerol fatty acid 
ester to those of the Markush-type list, has been fully considered and overcomes the 
following: 

The rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 07- 
1 15901 (Kazuyoshi) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 USC 102(e) as being anticipated by US 
Patent Application Publication 20030021878 (Nunes) has been withdrawn. 

The rejection of claims 1-4 under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US Patent 6,193,986 (Sakurada) in view of US Patent 4,379,755 (Yamada) and in 
further view of International Patent Application Publication WO 01/58279 (Takahashi) as 
evidenced by Kazuyoshi has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Kazuyoshi, 
Nunes and Sakurada are the closest prior art. Kazuyoshi and Nunes teach similar 
compositions, but only teach the addition of generic polyglycerol fatty acid esters and do 
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not teach or fairly suggest any of the species of polyglycerol fatty acid ester instantly 
claimed. Sakurada also teaches a similar composition, but only teaches the excluded 
hexaglycerol trioleate polyglycerol fatty acid ester and does not teach or fairly suggest 
any of the species of polyglycerol fatty acid ester instantly claimed.
